EDITORIAL 


Canadian Citizenship 


A problem which has long con- 
fronted Canada, and which it. has 
been the aim of all governments, Do- 
minion and Provincial, for the past 
quarter of a century and more © to 
to secure and 
retain population. Governments in 
the past have, unfortunately, devoted 
more attention and spent more moncy 
in endeavoring to secure population 
than they have to retaining thit pop- 
ulation wlien secured, and more par- 
ticularly to retaining in Canada our 
own Canadian born. ass 
* With enormous unsettled tracts: of 
land only awaiting settlement to be- 
come productive and wealth-prodic- 
ing, the Dominion government adopt- 
eda free homestead policy, created a 
most extensive immigration depart- 
ment, and spent millions in advertis- 
ing and other propaganda to induce 


Canada, For years these efforts 
met with little success, and the re- 
curring decennial censuses «revealed 
the fact that Canada was not. eyen 
retaining-{ts own natural growth in 
population. 


Naturally, but nevertheless unw Hi 
“ly, governments at Ottawa and 


some of the provinces, both Liberal 


accure immigrants neglected:.to ex- 


’ercise care -in. the matter of. quality, 


of new Canadian citizens and devoted 
their energics to obtaining quantity. 
This led to the granting. of excep- 


cee ono—n_—tional-privileges-Lqvarious-soctaand 


groups of people, and conferring: uRon 
them exemptions from the discharge 
of national duties which all British 
and Canadian born subjects were cal- 
Jed upon to fulfill, . Exemption from 
military service was granted; special 
privileges in regard to language, edu- 
cation, and peculiar. religious belicfs 
and other national customs ygere free- 
ly given, and the right to live in iso- 
lated communitics apart from other 
citizens was not only admitted, but 


-even encouraged. 


As a result of these policies, Can- 
ada has received thousands of people 
legal and 
treaty right to claim, special rights 
and privileges which are denied to 
Canadian born citizens. Even  be- 
fore the Great War thoughtful Cana- 
dians, anxious about’ the future wel- 
fare of their country, were becoming 
seriously alarmed over the resultant 
situation, and it only took the Great 
War, with all it demanded of patriot- 
ism, sacrifice and service on the part 
of Canada and its people, to arouse 
the whole nation to-the danger which 
threatened its future if these policies 
were persisted in and Canada be 
came the home of numerous and evet 
increasing groups of unassimilated 
races adhering strictly to the lang- 
wage, customs, passions and preju- 
dices they brought with them from 
foreign lands. 

Tt is no use -mercly lamenting over 
the mistakes of the past. At the 
time these policies were adopted and 
put into effect they were approved 
by parliament and a majority of the 
Canadian people. ‘Nor is it right to 
blame these nou-British born people.

All Canadian citizens should 
enjoy equal rights and equal: privi- 
leges, and should be called upon. to 
responsibilities; there 
should be no exceptions.  Turther- 
more, all. residents of Canada should, 
while they are, residents of this coun- 
try, be Canadians ‘pure and ©. simple 
and nothing else, without special|” 
privileges, excmptions or: favors. of 
any kind. 

Every resident of Canada, whether 
he be Canadian or British born, or of 
alien birth, should be expected © and 
required to render full and loyal ser- 
vice to Canada at all times, in’ the 
emergency of. war as well as during 
the happy times of peace. At the], 
same time all present alien residents 
who are loyal and syimpathetic | to 
Canada and law-abiding citizens 
should be treated as Canadians. Be- 
cause of their nationality they should 
not be treated harshly or unjustly. 
And the loyal, sympathetic law-abid-|; 
ing among these people constitute, 
without question, the vast majority. 
of their number. But those who are 
disloyal, whether aliens or British 
and Canadian born, should - be de- 


-ported or forced to be Jaw-abiding. 


Any immigrant to Canada who is 
unwilling on entry. to take an. oath 
that he subscribes without reserva- 
tion.-to all the obligations of Cana- 
dian citizenship as ‘they may. be de- 
termined from time to time by the 
proper. authorities, and that he asks: 
for no special consideration by. rea- 
son of -his language, his  réligious 
faith or his’national customs, or who 
entertains any belief or. renders: al- 
n{legiance to any foreign potentate or 
Organization or is bound in any man- 
ner whatsoever to disregard the law 
of Canada, should. be denied admis: 
siori_ to Canada, .

A great deal used to be said about 
the dependence of the British electri- 
cal-industry on German and. other 
foreign sources of supply, but most 
of what was alleged about the back- 
wardness of British production was 
inaccurate, Britain was- by no means 
the only country in which the Ger- 
mans had managed to secure a foot- 
hold in certain “key industries,” and 
the electrical manufacturers of Great 
Britain deserve far more credit than 
has ever been given them for the way 
in which they managed to keep on 
producing almost every class of clec- 
trical plant and apparatus in spite of 
German mining and gas attacks, The 
ministry of reconstruction recently 
formed an engineering trades. (new 
industries) committee to investigate 
the production of goods © either~in 
small or insufficient. quantities.” This 
committee had an electrical » branch 
committee, -and in the aeport of- the! 
latter We naturally find mention of 
all tlie articles alleged to be “captur- 
ed” by the Germans. About sixty|? 
different kinds of articles were con- 
sidered, but. the branch. . committee 
reported that in the majority of 
cases they do not come within the 
scope of their. reference, With few 
exceptions, they report “ample man- 
ufacturing facilities undeubtedly ex- 
ist, and, in many cases, existed. be- 
fore the war, for meeting: the ‘whole 
requirements of the United Kingdom 
and: the colonics and, in certain gases, 
of taking care of the export trade to 
other ¢ountries.”

Brief _in- 
formation reaching official quarters 
show the situation at Rome to-be in- 
tense with an anti-United States feel- 
ing ruling high, The departure of 
Baron Sonnino and Signor Salandra 
for Rome took the last of Italy’s 
plenipotentiaries from the scene of 
negotiations, leaving only subordin- 
ates, without power of actiom: Presi- 
dent Wilson joined the United. States 
délegation at the Hotel de Critlon for 
a conference and then returned to his 
residence for a renewal of the coun- 


cil with Premiers Clemenceau. and 
Lloyd George. 
All indications point to ‘the fact 


that Premicr Lloyd George and Pre- 
micr Clemenceau are standing square- 
ly with the president on the -Italian 
issuc, thus presenting a united front 
of the principal great powers. Other 
written statements have been so. far 
withheld, in order not to inflame Ital- 
ian sentiment further. But friends of 
the president have taken steps to re- 
Nieve him from being the sole person 
to bear the burden and this may lead 
to some public decalration of. the 
British and French attitude, -In_ the 
meantime it can be stated’ that Presi- 
dent Wilson’s copy of his Italian dec- 
laration bears the initials of: Clemen- 
ceau and Lloyd George. The French 
premicr affixed his signature and gave 
his approval for its publication,» but 
the president delayed its issuance. 

Besides this initiated approval. of 
the British and French premiers, an- 
other written document exists, which 
was prepared immediately after, the 
issuance of President Wilson's state- 
micnt, witha yiew to expressing ap- 
proval and support from the highest 
British official: quartres. “This is not 
from Lloyd George, but from ‘one 
able to speak with authority on for- 
cign affairs. It is devoted chiefly to 
Fiume, examining the question at 
length and concluding against the 
Ttalian position and in support of the 
president. = 

It is significant that the name of 
Italy: has been included in the final 
draft of the peace treaty, indicating 
that the allics hold there is no change 
in Italy’s status as signatory of the 
treaty. 

Despile the strained situation, Italy 
continucs to be given full status as 
one of the entente allics.
